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Report  of  the  President, 


To  His  Excellency ,  0.  A.  Hadley, 

Governor  of  Arkansas: 

In  making  this,  the  second  biennial  report  of  the  operations- 
of  the  Deaf  Mute  Institute,  its  progress  and  present  condition, 
it  is  felt  that  there  is  much  to  be  thankful  for.  Great  progress 
has  been  made  in  every  department  of  the  Institute  during  the 
past  two  years.  The  scholars  have  advanced  and  improved  in 
their  various  studies,  and  the  number  of  scholars  has  steadily 
increased  since  my  last  report. 

There  were  in  attendance  December  15,  1870,  the  date  of  my 
last  report,  forty-three  pupils — males  twenty-live,  females 
eighteen.  During  the  year  1871  there  were  admitted,  males 
twelve,  females  ten ;  and  in  that  year  ten  left  the  Institute  y 
males  live,  females  live. 

On  the  81st  day  of  December,  1871,  there  were  in  attendance,, 
males  thirty-two,  females  twenty-three.  Total  fifty-five. 
During  the  year  1872  there  have  been  admitted,  males  nine, 
females  ten,  and  re-admitted,  females  one;  and  in  this  year,  three 
have  left  the  Institution,  males  two,  females  one.  There  are 
now  in  the  Institute,  males  thirty-nine,  females  thirty-three. 
Total  seventy-two. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  principal,  matron  or  teachers, 
flaring  the  past  two  years,  but  some  additions  have  become 
necessary  in  the  appointment  of  teachers,  and  an  assistant 
matron,  owing  to  the  increased  numbers  of  pupils  to  be  taught 
and  provided  for. 

As  a  school,*  the  pupils  are  appropriately  classified,  each 
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<dass  having  its  own  teacher,  a  method  by  which  the  ptipik 
become  attached  to  their  instructors,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  greater  progress.  In  teaching  these  unfortunate  children, 
it  is  of  the  first  importance  that  their  better  feelings  and  dis¬ 
positions  should  be  carefully  studied,  cultivated  and  improved; 
and  then  they  are  prepared  to  receive  with  confidence  and 
greater  interest  the  instruction,  which  is  necessarily  slow,  and 
difficult  at  the  beginning. 

They  are  at  once  taught  that  they  are  the  wards  of  the 
State ;  that  the  State  through  her  officers  and  agents  is  their 
protector  and  guardian  ;  that  they  may  become  useful,  indus¬ 
trious,  intelligent  citizens,  and  that  they  are  indebted  to  the 
State  for  the  great  blessings  of  improvement,  education,  and 
the  care  shown  them  in  their  tender  years. 

There  was  appropriated  by  the  last  legislature  the  sum  of 
$12,000,  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses  for  two  years, 
and  the  further  sum  of  $310,  per  annum  for  the  expenses  of 
each  pupil.  This  allowance  for  pupils  is  just  and  liberal,  but 
no  greater  than  their  wants  require.  Instead,  however,  of  re¬ 
ceiving  that  amount,  owing  to  the  depreciation  in  treasurer’s 
certificates,  but  little  over  half  the  sum  expected  has  been  re¬ 
ceived,  and  as  a  consequence,  the  necessary  expenses  it  was 
intended  to  meet  have  not  been  defrayed. 

The  same  unfortunate  result  has  followed  the  appropriation 
for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses. 

The  legislature  of  1868-9  donated  certain  lands  to  the  Insti- 
tu te,  near  the  city.  The  board  of  directors  sold,  as  authorized 
by  law,  twenty  acres  of  this  land,  adjoining  the  penitentiary, 
for  the  sum  of  $8110  94. 

With  these  means  and  wliat  was  available  out  of  the  gene- 
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ral  appropriation,  the  board  have  caused  to  be  erected  a  new 
wing,  or  edifice,  of  the  same  appearance  in  front,  but  of  greater 
depth  than  the  one  erected  three  years  since,  and  so  located  as 
that  a  center  or  main  building  may  be  hereafter  erected,  mak¬ 
ing  one  harmonious  whole.  The  cost  of  this  edifice,  now  com- 
plete,  and  occupied,  was  the  sum  under  contract  of  $15,000, 
leaving  to  be  provided  for,  after  the  exhaustion  of  the  special 


appropriation  for  building  purposes,  the  sum  of  $3612  06. 

The  erection  of  this  building  was  a  necessity.  The  law  govern¬ 
ing  the  board  of  directors  and  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  pro¬ 
vides  that  “  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  to  furnish  or 
oause  to  be  furnished,  suitable  and  proper  boarding  and  lodg¬ 
ing,  as  well  as  suitable  instruction  for  all  deaf  mutes  received.” 

Iso  one,  by  the  language  of  the  law,  must  apply  to  the  In¬ 
stitute  for  its  benefits  and  fostering  protection,  and  be  denied 
admittance.  All  must  be  received  who  apply,  and  for  the  non- 
observance  of  this  requirement,  no  excuse  can  be  offered.  The 
board  ot  directors  therefore,  endeavoring  to  comply  with  thi* 
law,  undertook  the  erection  of  the  building  referred  to,  with 
very  slender  means,  hoping  by  the  time  of  its  completion  ia 
April,  1872,  to  meet  their  engagements  by  drawing  the  $4000 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  building  purposes. 

From  this  source,  however,  there  was  realized  but  the  sum 
of  $3277;  and  to  save  the  credit  of  the  State  and  the  Institute, 
it  became  necessary  to  borrow  $2500,  to  meet  the  engagements 
of  the  board  of  directors. 

There  was  also  an  additional  outlay  necessary  for  furniture 
and  bedding,  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of  pupils. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  State  was  not  in  a  situation  to 
erect  new  buildings,  if,  unfortunately,  the  present  ones  should 
be  destroyed  by  fire,  the  board  of  directors  have  caused  them 
both  to  be  insured  for  a  period  of  three  years,  against  loss  by 
fire,  in  the  sum  of  $20,000. 

The  biennial  financial  statement  of  the  secretary  of  the  board 
of  directors,  hereto  appended,  shows  that  there  is  due  from  the 
Institute  the  sum  of  $2977  40  in  currency,  and  it  is  respect¬ 
fully  asked  that  the  attention  of  the  legislature  be  called  to  the 
necessity  for  supplying  this  deficiency,  and  the  further  sum  of 
$2000,  an  expense  incurred  during  the  present  quarter  for 
building  a  cistern,  and  for  other  contingent  expenses  at  the 
Institute,  especially  necessary  in  the  commencement  of  a  new 
year,  with  an  increase  of  pupils,  and  for  which  there  are  at 
present  no  means  of  payment,  making  in  the  aggregate 
$4977  40  in  currency. 
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Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  pupils  and  teachers — now 
nearly  double  what  it  was  at  the  time  of  my  last  report — and 
the  attendant  expenses  that  have  thus  become  imperative,  and 
owing  also  to  the  loss  on  auditor’s  warrants  and  treasurer’s 
certificates,  to  which  the  board  of  directors  must  submit,  in 
endeavoring  to  obtain  currency  with  which  these  expenses 
must  be  met,  it  is  believed  that  an  appropriation  of  $12,000  per 
annum  will  be  necessary  for  salaries  and  contingent  expenses, 
for  the  two  yearn  commencing  with  the  close  of  the  present 
fiscal  year,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  desires  to  express,  as  he  had 
like  occasion  two  years  ago,  his  obligations  for  the  prompt  and 
cordial  manner  in  which  he  has  been  sustained  by  the  members 
of  the  board ;  and  he  congratulates  your  Excellency  and  the 
State  upon  the  fact  that  the  Institute  is  so  fortunate  in  the 
character  and  capacity  of  the  teachers  engaged,  especially  the 
principal  of  the  institution,  upon  whose  oversight  and  watch- 
tulness  so  much  depends  to  give  contentment  to  the  pupil  and 
freedom  from  anxiety  to  the  parent.  Ilis  report  is  appended 
hereto.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Arkansas  Deaf  Mute  Institute  : 

Gentlemen  :  In  the  two  years  that  have  elapsed  since  pre¬ 
senting  our  last  report,  we  have  abundant  cause  for  gratitude 
for  the  success  that  has  crowned  our  efforts  to  increase  the* 
numbers  and  efficiency  of  this  institution  entrusted  to  our  care. 
An  enterprise  of  this  nature,  starting  at  a  comparatively  recent 
date,  and  in  a  very  humble  manner,  is  naturally  at  first  but 
little  known,  and  wins  its  way  slowly  into  public  favor.  But 
there  are  not  wanting  evidences  that  it  is  gaining  a  place  in 
the  affections  of  the  people,  and  that  there  is  a  growing  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  education  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
privileges  of  the  institution  has  steadily  increased  each  }^ear.

OFFICERS. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  we  have  lost  none  ot*  our  corps  of 
officers  during  the  two  years  past,  hut  the  force  has  been  some¬ 
what  increased — demanded  by  the  growtli  of  the  school. 

Miss  Lois  Caruthers  was  appointed  teacher,  January  1, 
1871. 
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Miss  M.  Virginia  Upson  was  appointed  teacher,  January 
20,  1872. 

Mrs.  Mary  P.  Atwood  resigned  her  position  as  assistant 
matron — which  had  been  ably  filled — to  accept  a  situation  as 
teacher,  October  1,  1872. 

The  place  of  assistant  matron,  vacated  by  Mrs.  Atwood,  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Esther  C.  Treat,  Octo¬ 
ber  1,  1872. 

These  have  all  entered  upon  their  duties  with  zeal  and 
fidelity,  and  it  is  but  justice  to  them  to  say  that  good  and 
efficient  service  is  being  rendered. 

The  Institute  is  now  officered  throughout,  and  is  in  better 
shape  to  do  thorough  work  than  at  any  previous  period.  The 
efficiency  of  an  institution  of  this  nature  depends  very  greatly 
upon  the  retention  of  the  officers,  as  increased  experience 
makes  their  services  much  more  valuable. 


BUILDINGS,  ETC. 

At  the  time  of  presenting  our  last  report,  the  boys  were 
occupying  an  old  frame  building  on  the  grounds,  and  your 
attention  was  called  to  the  necessity  of  providing  for  them 
suitable  quarters,  where  their  health  would  not  be  endangered 
by  exposure. 

On  its  completion,  in  May  last,  the  girls  were  transferred  to 
the  new  south  wing,  where  the  domestic  department  is  carried 
on.  This  building  is  well  designed  for  our  present  wants, 
and  it  is  also  planned  with  a  view  to  its  being  a  part  of  the 
harmonious  whole,  when  the  main  central  building  shall  have 
been  erected. 

The  boys  now  occupy  the  north  wing,  where  the  school¬ 
rooms,  also,  are  located. 

The  capacity  of  our  present  buildings  is  seventy-five  pupils, 
which  limit  is  already  nearly  reached.  The  welfare  and  con¬ 
tinued  prosperity  of  the  institution  demand  that  at  as  early  a 
period  as  practicable  steps  be  taken  to  complete  our  buildings, 
bv  the  erection  of  the  main  central  structure.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  school  13  divided  into  four  regular 
classes;  the  pupils  being  classified  according  to  their  literary 
standing,  progress  in  their  studies  being  the  sole  criterion.  It 
is  also  seen  that  the  average  age  of  the  whole  school  is  very 
high,  17.42  vears.  The  limit  of  nine  years  has  been  estab- 
lished,  because,  it  is  thought  that  a  seven  years’  course,  begin¬ 
ning  at  that  age,  will  be  of  more  benefit  to  a  deaf  mute  child 
than  if  it  began  either  earlier  or  later.  It  is  better  that  the 
watchful  care  of  a  mother  should  guide  its  tender  feet  until  it 
has  acquired  sufficient  independence  and  thoughtfulness  to 
attend  largely  to  its  own  personal  wants,  as  where  so  many 
are  gathered  together,  the  same  amount  of  care  cannot  be  be¬ 
stowed  upon  each  one  as  it  would  naturally  receive  at  home. 

The  chief  error,  however,  lies  in  the  other  direction.  It  is 
a  deplorable  fact  that  many  parents,  from  an  over- weening 
anxiety  for  the  welfare  of  their  children,  made  doubly  dear  to 
them  by  their  infirmity,  are  unwilling  to  have  them  awav 

t  \J  '  O  4/ 

from  parental  oversight,  and  cast  among  strangers,  and  so  retain 
them  at  home  until  they  are  somewhat  mature  in  years.  This 
is  a  mistake  that  years  of  after  training  cannot  rectify.  Those 
who  come  here  well  advanced  in  years,  at  first  usually  keep 
pace  with  the  younger  pupils.  They  can  commit  to  memory  a 
vocabulary  of  words,  and  learn  to  write  correctly  the  simpler 
forms,  but  seldom  are  able  to  master  the  intricacies  of  the  lan¬ 
guage,  and.  after  one  or  two  years,  are  apt  to  fall  behind  in  the 
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race.  The  benefits  of  early  training  in  the  use  of  language 
become  more  apparent  as  the  scholar  ad  vances,  and  at  no  time  is 
it  more  noticeable  than  in  the  last  years  of  the  course.  As  we 
every  day  see,  the  period  of  childhood  is  peculiarly  impressible, 
especially  in  the  facility  of  acquiring  language,  so  that  little 
children  become  a  marvel  to  older  and  wiser  heads,  who  blun¬ 
der  along  over  a  new  language  and  wonder  at  their  own 
stupidity. 

Another  serious  objection  to  parents  retaining  their  children 
at  home  until  they  are  well  along  in  years  is,  that  after  one, 
two  or  three  years  of  schooling  when  they  have  acquired  only 
a  smattering  of  language,  they  become  impatient  of  the 
restraints  of  school  life,  and  consent  to  forego  the  opportunity 
of  completing  their  education,  to  enter  upon  the  active  duties 
of  life. 

I  do  not  wish  to  discourage  from  coming  to  the  institution 
those  who  have  not  been  able  to  come  in  childhood,  but  rather 
to  urge  them  not  to  let  another  year  pass  without  it.  Through 
the  beautiful  language  of  signs  with  which  they  soon  become 
familiar,  a  new  world  of  ideas  is  opened  up  to  them.  They 
learn  that  there  is  a  busy,  active  world  outside  of  the  little 
circle  in  which  they  have  always  moved  ;  that  there  are  objects 
in  life  worth  striving  for  beyond  the  mere  gratification  of  the 
animal  passions,  and  above  all,  that  there  is  an  over-ruling 
Being  to  whom  they  owe  love  and  obedience.  These,  with  the 
cultivation  of  the  refinements  and  amenities  of  life,  are  daily 
impressed  upon  them,  so  that  by  attendance  at  the  Institution? 
a  great  and  lasting  benefit  is  conferred  upon  every  deaf  mute 
of  average  intelligence.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
above  table,  that  the  average  length  of  schooling  of  the  pupils 
now  in  attendance  is  very  low,  resulting  from  the  recent 
organization  of  the  Institute.  The  most  advanced  class  is  not 
yet  half  through  the  regular  course. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  religious  instruction.  No  sec¬ 
tarianism  is  known.  The  bible  is  taken  as  a  guide,  and  its 
pure  principles  are  inculcated  daily.  Every  school-day  at  9 
a.  m.,  the  pupils  assemble  in  the  ehapel*wherc  a  verse  from  the 


bible  is  written  upon  the  blackboard  and  explained  with  ap¬ 
propriate  comments.  Every  Sunday  there  is  a  special  religious 
service.  Occasionally  the  pupils,  in  a  body,  attend  religious 
services  in  the  city,  which  are  interpreted  to  them  in  signs  by 
the  Principal. 

Although  nearly  all  new  pupils  come  to  the  institution  with 


some  religious  notions,  none  of  them  have  much  religious 
knowledge. 

It  is  with  them  rather  a  superstition  than  a  belief.  From 

their  infirmity  they  are  entirely  cut  off  from  all  means  of 

acquiring  religious  information,  and  it  becomes  our  pleasant 

duty  to  unfold  to  them  these  truths  which  become  the  chief 
*/ 

moral  lever  in  the  government  of  the  institution.

It  is  the  intent  of  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  make  it 
as  much  a  home  as  possible,  and  to  that  end,  as  often  as  it  is 
thought  proper,  social  parties  are  arranged  and  excursions 
planned  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  school  life.  The  pupils  are 
almost  uniformly  obedient,  and  there  is  but  little  quarreling 
and  ill-feeling.  It  is  seldom  that  discipline  has  to  be  enforced. 
During  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  but  a  single  case  of 
corporal  punishment. 

The  pupils  soon  become  very  much  attached  to  the  institu¬ 
tion  and  its  officers,  and.  with  hardly  an  exception,  are  anxious 
to  return  after  the  summer's  vacation.  The  constant  increase 
in  the  number  of  pupils,  in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  en¬ 
countered,  is  evidence  of  this. 

"With  not  a  completed  railroad  in  the  State,  and  the  rivers 
not  navigable  at  the  opening  of  school,  almost  the  only  reli¬ 
able  means  of  transit  has  been  by  stage  or  private  conveyance. 
More  than  four-fifths  of  our  pupils  come  first  to  the  Institute 
in  wagons  or  on  horseback,  their  friends,  who  come  with  them, 
often  spending  two  or  three  weeks  in  the  trip,  over  rough  and 
mountainous  roads. 

Besides,  all  but  four  of  the  pupils  in  the  institution  live  in 
the  country,  scattered  here  and  there. 

At  home  they  are  isolated  from  society;  and  can  hold  but 
very  imperfect  communication  with  their  friends,  while  at  the 
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institution,  through  the  language  of  signs  which  they  readily 
learn,  communication  becomes  easy  and  rapid,  their  misfor¬ 
tune  is  forgotten,  and  their  social  nature,  before  cramped,  has 
abundant  opportunity  for  development. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  that  the  health  of  the 
Institution  has  been  uniformly  good.  Xo  death  or  case  of 
alarming  sickness  has  occurred  since  the  organization  of  the 
Institute.  Within  the  last  two  years  no  epidemic  has  visited 
us,  and  I  question  if  another  community  in  the  State  of  equal 
numbers  can  boast  of  greater  immunity  from  disease. 

Parents  are  usually  unaware  of  the  amount  of  instruction 
it  is  possible  for  them  to  give  their  children  before  sending 
them  to  school.  It  requires  no  special  gift  to  be  able  to  teach 
a  deaf  mute  child  to  form  letters  with  a  pencil,  and  to  write 
and  understand  the  meaning  of  a  large  vocabulary  of  words. 
Such  previous  instruction  is  of  great  assistance,  and  those  who 
have  received  it  have  at  the  very  outset  a,  great  advantage 
over  the  rest. 


.MANUAL  LABOR. 

Last  October,  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  session  of 
school,  a  shoe-shop  was  organized,  with  the  intention,  at  pres¬ 
ent,  of  operating  it  only  upon  Saturdays,  and  the  services  of 
Mr.  James  It.  Jernigan,  a  deaf  mute  shoemaker  of  experience, 
were  secured  to  instruct  the  older  boys  upon  that  day  each 
week. 

At  present,  no  custom  work  is  done,  but  it  is  the  intention, 
when  the ’boys  have  gained  experience,  to  take  in  outside  work 
and  run  the  shop  every  week  day. 

The  experiment  is  too  recent  yet  to  show  results,  but  F  have 
no  doubt  that  it  can  be  made  self-supporting. 

All  the  pupils  are  engaged  in  manual  labor  from  two  to 
three  hours  each  day  ;  the  boys  in  gardening,  improving  our 
grounds,  preparing  wood,  etc.  The  girls  are  instructed  over 
an  hour  each  day  in  sewing,  and,  besides,  engage  in  other 
household  employments. 

^ome  improvements  on  our  grounds  and  building  are  very 


much  needed.  Our  grounds,  which  are  ample  and  capable  of 
high  ornamentation,  have  not  vet  been  enclosed,  and  our  stock, 
when  not  stabled,  “browse  on  commons.’'  By  keeping  our 
stock  within  an  enclosure,  we  would  obviate  the  danger  of 
their  being  lost  or  stolen,  in  which  respect  we  have  suffered. 

Our  buildings  are  still  without  shutters.  They  would  be  a 
great  comfort  and  convenience,  and  in  the  end  less  expensive 
than  curtains.  Our  only  means  of  lighting  is  by  the  use  of 
kerosene.  It  is  a  cause  of  constant  anxiety,  and  it  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  whether  some  safer  means  should  not  be  adopted. 

A  pupils’  library  has  been  started  by  the  purchase  of  a  few 
books,  which  have  proved  a  source  of  great  pleasure  as  well  as 
profit  to  the  more  advanced  pupils. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  for  myself  and  those  associated  with 
me  in  this  important  trust,  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of 
your  constant  encouragement  and  support  in  the  work  assigned 
us.  I  can  assure  you  that  in  the  future  we  shall  endeavor  to 
merit  a  continuance  of  vour  confidence. 

Hoping  that  this  institution  mav  increase  in  usefulness  and

The 
general  health  of  the  pupils  for  the  past  two  years  has  been 
unusually  good  ;  but  few  cases  of  serious  illness,  and  those 
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only  such  as  maybe  met  with  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events. 
Xo  endemic  or  epidemic  forms  of  disease  have  prevailed,  and' 
the  general  hygiene  of  the  institution  is  good. 

Xo  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  institution  since  its  incor¬ 
poration  in  the  year  1868.
